MINUTES OF THE 
ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 
March 18th, 1956 


The meeting was called to order at 9:30 and the Town 
Warrant was read by the Moderator, Francis Tolman. He then 
declared that the polls were open for voting in the Primary 
Preferential Presidential Election. 

The town officers were elected and duly sworn in as 
follows: 

Selectmen for three years—John Walter. 

Town Clerk—Mrs. John Walter. 

Treasurer—Mrs. Francis Tolman. 

Tax Collector—Mr. Frank Upton, Sr. 

Constable—Mr. Frank Upton,, Jr. 

Police Officer—Mr. Lewis Tompkins. 

Miss Helen Townes was elected and sworn in to fill the 
unexpired term of Mrs. Ruth Tarr on the Trustees of Trust 
Funds and Mrs. Dorothy French was re-elected for a three 
year term to be sworn in at a later date. 

By a simple majority vote the office of road agent delayed 
until Article 3 was taken up. 

Sexton—Mr. Maurice Tolman. 

Trustee of Library for three years—Mrs. Janet Tolman. 

Auditor—Mr. Norman M. L. Bergh. 

Article 2—The motion was made and seconded and voted 
to accept the article as read. The amount of $7,552.50 was raised 
to defray Town Charges. 

Article 3—Discussion followed a motion to pass over the 
article as whether or not it was plausible for the town to pur- 
chase a truck. The article was passed over and with the action 
Mr. Leonard Frazier was duly elected Road Agent for one year 
and sworn into the office by the Moderator. 

Article 4—The amount of $385.44 was raised as the Town’s 
share of the State’s T. R. A. Project.

Article 5—Under this article pertaining to support of 
roads and bridges the following sums were raised: 


Repair of Road Grader Motor $500 00 
Repair of Newt Tolman’s Bridge 200 00 
Culvert for Newt Tolman’s Bridge 300 00 
Repair Upton Hill Road 1,000 00 
Summer road maintenance 4000 00 
Winter road maintenance 3,000 00 
Total amount for all roads $9,000 00 


Under this article it was voted the will of the people that 
the balance of the T. R. A. money left from the Murdough Hill 
road, be applied to the additional repair of the Newt Tolman 
road. 

Article 6—The amount of $300.00 was raised to purchase 
Metal Culverts for the town. 

Article 7—The amount of $3800.00 was raised for the pur- 
chase of Calcium Chloride. 

Article 8—It was voted that the selectmen be empowered 
to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 

Article 9—The amount of $100.00 was raised for the sup- 
port of Old Home Day. 

Article 10—$60.00 was raised for the support of Memorial 
Day. 

Article 11—Under this Article Mr. Sheldon Barker spoke 
in favor of the Monadnock Region Association and what a won- 
derful part it was playing in the future development of this 
part of New Hampshire. The amount of $85.00 was raised for 
this support. 

Article 12—The article asking for $150.00 in support of the 
Elliott Community Hospital was accepted as read after a short 
description of the hospital and its needs by Mr. Hallie Robin- 
son. Mr. John Walter, Mr. Sheldon Barker and Mr. Raymond 
Huber also spoke in favor of raising the above amount and of 
the great need for a hospital in this area. 

Article 13—It was voted that the selectmen be empowered 
to have the Library repaired for a sum, not to exceed $800.00. 
This amount to include the grading behind the Library. It was 
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also voted that the work be let out for bids. 

Article 14. The amount of $150.00 was raised for support 
of the cemetery. 

Article 15—This article pertaining to Civil Defense was 
passed over. 

Article 16—The amount of $350.00- was voted to pay on 
the note which was borrowed from the Trust Funds. This is the 
final payment. 

Article 17—-The amount of $200.00 was raised to blow out 
the waterholes already dug in the town. It was voted that 
the two members of the committee, Mr. Francis Tolman and 
Mr. Raymond Huber, appoint a third member to serve for a 
year with them. 

Article 183—Town Dump—The motion was made to permit 
dumping in the dump on Saturday only, to construct gates to 
restrict the use of the dump and that the Police Officer be 
responsible for locking and unlocking the dump and restricting 
the use of it. 

The amount of $185.00 was raised for the support of the 
dump and was to be spent as follows with written approval 
of Mr. Parke Struthers: 


Rent of land $35 00 
Building of road 100 00 
Building gate or barrier 50 00 
Total town dump $185 00 


Article 19—The amount of $366.20 was raised as the 
Town’s share in the Pine Blister Control. This was for 1955. 

Article 20—It was voted to raise the amount of $200.00 for 
paint and repair of the town barn and the town hall. The labor 
on.the two buildings to be volunteer and to be done during 
the summer. Painting to be done outside the town barn and 
inside the town hall. 

It was also moved that the old safe be destroyed and that 
the other safe be transferred into the so-called rest room and 
that the necessary reinforcements be made to keep the safe 
from going through the floor. 
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Article 21—It was voted that the Boy Scouts be allowed 
to use the hall without charge. 

Article 22—It was voted that the Boy Scouts repair and 
construct a storage room in the town hall wood shed to be used 
also by the town officer and any expense to be offset by the 
Boy Scout troop. 


Article 23—Fire Equipment—It was voted that the Select- 
men be empowered to procure a long term note, not to exceed 
$1,000.00 towards purchase of fire fighting equipment. The 
committee, Joe Dobson, Harry Frazier, Berni Pierce to act in 
conjunction with the Board of Selectmen. 


Article 24—The article pertaining to zoning laws was 
passed over. 


Article 25—Article 26 and Article 27 all pertained to the 
National Convention and the Primaries and therefore no action 
relating thereto was necessary. 


Article 28—Other business—Mr. Joe Dobson was granted 
permission to move his two gas tanks and pumps across the 
street from where they now are on Town property. 


Mr. Neil Tolman spoke of his many years as a Nelson resi- 
dent and voter and of his attempts to help out in the town 
and of his appreciation for the freedom of small town meetings. 


Mrs. Mary Hawarth inquired about the resusitator that 
is housed in the Munsonville Post Office. It was explained by 
Mr. Barker that this piece of equipment was bought by the 
Granite Lake Association for the use of the town. However, it 
was stated that no one at the present time would be able to run 
the machine in case of necessity. Mr. Francis Donovan volun- 
teered his services in getting Mr. Messer of the Keene Fire 
Dept., to come to Munsonville at a later date and give a 
demonstration to all those interested in learning the technique 
of running the resusitator. 


The question of Insurance on the Grader was brought up 
and the moderator stated that if it was desirable Article 2 
could be re-opened by a Simple Majority vote. However, the 
motion was made that the Selectmen be empowered to procure 
Public Liability and Property Damage on the grader and other

items of mobile equipment owned and used by the town, also 
that the Selectmen be empowered to procure Publie Liability 
Insurance and/or Workmens Compensation with limitations at 
the discretion of the Selectmen and that such funds be paid 
out of Town Charges. 

It was voted that the Selectmen be empowered to sell all 
town owned property according to State Law, either at auc- 
tion or by private sale.

7. To see if the Town will vote to give the selectmen the 
right to borrow money on the credit of the town in anticipa- 
tion of taxes. ) | 

8. To see if the Town will vote to raise a sum of money 
for Old Home Day and for Memorial Day. 

9. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of $89.00 
for the support of the Monadnock Region Association. 

10. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
$135.00 for the support of the Elliot Community Hospital. 
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11. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
for the Cemetery. 

12. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise for Civil Defense. 

13. To see what sum of money the Town will raise for 
support of the Library. 

14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $200.00 to be used in co-operation with State and 
Federal funds, for the control of White Pine Blister Rust 
within the confines of the Town. 

15. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
for fire trails and water holes. 


16. To see if the Town will authorize and instruct the 
Board of Selectmen to sell at public auction any and all par- 
cels of property conveyed to the town by tax collector’s deeds 
and to execute, acknowledge and deliver quitclaim deeds there- 
of, or take any action thereon. 


17. To see if the Town will vote the sum of $150.00 for 
survey of the new addition to cemetery, including maps thereof. 


18. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
$1,000.00 on grader repairs. ($500.00 was appropriated in 1956 
and $1,569.00 was spent. 


19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Hight Hundred Dollars ($800.00) for the mainten- 
ance of the Fire Department, or take any action thereon. 


20. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $2,500.00 for the purpose of constructing a building 
for housing the town fire truck and equipment and to purchase 
and install two way radio equipment on the fire truck; and in 
order to provide such funds to authorize the Board of Select- 
men to issue and sell bonds or notes in the name of and on the 
eredit of the Town under and in accordance with the provisions 
of the Municipal Fiance Act. Chapter 33, Revised Statutes 
Annotated of New Hampshire and any amendments relating 
thereto; and delegate to the Board of Selectmen authority to

23. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to appoint a Zoning Commission of Five members to 
recommend to the next Town meeting the boundaries of zoning 
districts and appropriate regulations to be enforced therein, 
in accordance with sections 50-71 inclusive, Chapter 51, revised 
laws of N. H. as amended. The zoning commission shall make 
a preliminary report and hold public hearings thereon before 
submitting its final report to Town meeting for action. 

24. To see if the Town will vote to abate a portion of 
taxes on the property of Bernie H. & Janice W. Pierce as pay- 
ment for road maintenance on the road from the main highway 
to Deer Run Farm during the year of 1956. 

25. To transact any other business which may legally 
come before this meeting.

Comparative Statements of Appropriations and Expenditures— 
Estimated and Actual Revenues: (Exhibits A-3 & A-4) 


Comparative statements of appropriations and expendi- 
tures, estimated and actual revenues for the fiscal year ended 
December 31, 1955, are presented in Exhibits A-3 and A-4. As 
indicated by the budget summary (Exhibit A-4), a net over- 
draft of appropriations of $1,623.31, less a revenue surplus of 
$490.89, resulted in a net budget deficit of $1,132.42. 


Summary of Receipts and Expenditures: (Exhibit B-1) 


A summary of receipts and expenditures for the fiscal year 
ended December 31, 1955, made up in accordance with the 
uniform classification of accounts, is included in Exhibit B-1. 
Proof of the Treasurer’s balance as of June 18th, 1956, is indi- 
eated in Exhibit G. 

AUDIT PROCEDURE 

The accounts and records of all town officials charged with 
the custody, receipt and disbursement of public funds were ex- 
amined aud audited. Vouchers and cancelled checks were com- 
pared with supporting invoices and payrolls as well as entries 
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in the books of records. Receipts were checked by source .inso- 
far as possible and totals of receipts and expenditures verified. 
Book balances were verified by comparison with reconciled 
bank balances made from statements obtained from depository 
banks. Verification of uncollected taxes was made by mailing 
notices to delinquent taxpayers as indicated by the Collector’s 
records. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 
Indebtedness, Valuation and Taxes: 

Table I presents a ten year statement of Indebtedness, 
Valuation and Taxes. It will be noted that during the period 
from January 31, 1945 to December 31, 1955, the financial con- 
dition changed from a Surplus of $149.94 to a Net Debt of 
$1,643.87. 

During the same period the assessed valuation of taxable 
property increased by $463,425.00 or 118%, while the amount 
of the annual tax levy increased from $12,303.73 to $35,147.29, 
or 186%. The local tax rate increased from $3.00 to $4.08 per 
hundred as compared to the average rate for the State which 
increased from $3.26 to $4.66 during this period. 


Town Balance Sheet—1955: 

It is noted that the Town balance sheet of December 31, 
1955, which was included in the annual financial report filed 
with this office and which appeared in the annual printed re- 
port, indicated a Surplus of $6,973.26, while actually there was 
a Net Debt of $1,643.87 as shown by Exhibit A-1 of this report. 
This difference was due to the incorrect reporting of the appro- 
priation balance due the School District. 


School District Appropriation Account: 

The Town balance sheet of December 31, 1955, indicated an 
appropriation balance of $4,442.80 due the School District on 
that date. The actual appropriation balance should have been 
$14,020.90. 

Between the close of the Town fiscal year, December 31, 
1955, and the end of the School District fiscal year, June 30, 
1956, payments totaling $18,215.47 were made by the Town to 
the School District, resulting in an overpayment to the School 
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District of $4,194.57. This amount should be applied against 
the 1956-57 school tax.

Selectmen’s Record of Receipts and Expenditures: 

It is recommended that the accumulated totals of the sev- 
eral classification columns be carried forward from page to 
page in the Selectmen’s Record of Receipts and Expenditures. 
If this procedure is followed, the relation of expenditures to 
appropriations may be determined at any time throughout 
the year. 


Payments should not be made from Statements: 

The original bill or invoice, made out in detail, should 
always be filed with the voucher which is issued in payment 
thereof. No accounts should be paid from statements which 
only indicate a “balance due,” as duplication of payments 
sometimes result from this practice. 


Discounts: 

It is noted that during 1955 the Selectmen failed to take 
advantage of the discount which is usually allowed on accounts 
paid within 10 days. During the current year, however, dis- 
counts have been taken which in one instance alone amounted 
to $27.00. 


Conclusion: 
The provisions of Chapter 184 of the Laws of 1955 require 
that the summary of findings and recommendations of this 
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report (letter of transmittal) shall be published in the next 
annual report of the Town. The inclusion of Exhibits in the 
published report is optional with the Board of Selectmen. 


We extend our thanks to the officials of the Town of 
Nelson for their assistance during the course of the audit.

NELSON SCHOOL DISTRICT 
MARCH 10, 1956 


The meeting was called to order at 7:45 p. m. by the Mod- 
erator, Francis W. P. Tolman, who then read the school war- 
rant. 

Article 1. Francis W. P. Tolman was elected Moderator 
for the coming year. One ballot was cast by the clerk and Mr. 
Tolman was sworn in. 

Article 2. Mrs. Eleanor J. Ellicott was elected Clerk for 
the ensuing year. One ballot was cast and Mrs. Ellicott was 
sworn in by the moderator. 

Article 3. Mrs. Myra King was elected as Member of the 
School Board for the ensuing three years. One ballot was cast 
and Mrs. King was sworn in by the moderator. 

Mrs. Lois Forssen was elected for the unfinished term of a 
Member of the School Board for one year. One ballot was cast 
and Mrs. Forssen sworn in by the moderator. 

Article 5. Mrs. Irene Tompkins was elected as Treasurer 
for the ensuing year. One ballot was cast and Mrs. Tompkins 
sworn in by the moderator. 

Article 6. Motion by Mr. Robert E. Robinson, chairman 
of the school board: Moved that this article be passed over at 
this time. Seconded and passed by voice vote. 

Article 7. Mr. Norman M. L. Bergh was elected as Auditor 
by one ballot and was sworn in by the moderator. 

There were no other Agents or Committees to be appointed. 

Article 8. After the reading of this article, Mr. Robinson 
asked for the floor to give a report on the school situation. The 
costs of the Munsonville School addition were reported as fol- 
lows: 

$23 450.00—appropriated 
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22,876.385—paid out 
2,583.17—unpaid bill due builder 

Therefore the sum of $2,009.52 is needed to settle bills 
incurred so far. 

The land around the school has now been deeded by Mrs. 
Jessie Bridge and Mr. and Mrs. Leonard Frazier. According 
to the town counsel, Mr. Homer S. Bradley, a survey of the land 
is not needed at present. 

The school has an artesian well 147 feet deep which pumps 
30 gals. per minute. The water has been satisfactorily tested. 
The well cost $882.00 to install. 

The detailed lists of fixtures and equipment needed to 
complete the school were given but will be taken up later 
under Articles 10 and 11. 

There was no health report and no date has been set for 
the administration of polio vaccine. The children have received 
eye examinations. 

The possibility of a Co-operative High School for both 
Junior and Senior grades representing 20 nearby towns was 
suggested, as there is a growing shortage of space in the Keene 
schools. 

A new flag was presented to the school by Mrs. Adie French 
of Bennington, Vermont, who represented the Sons of Union 
Veterans of the Civil War. 
| The school board acknowledges receipt of the maroon stage 

curtain as a gift from Mr. and Mrs. Edgar Hastings, Mr. and 
Mrs. Joseph Dobson and the Packersfield Community Club. 

Motion: That the district raise and appropriate the sum 
of $23,320 for the support of schools, for the salaries of school 
district officials and agents, and for the payment of statutory 
obligations of the district, and to authorize the application 
against said appropriation of such sums as are estimated to be 
received from the state foundation aid fund together with 
other income; the school board to certify to the selectmen the 
balance between the estimated revenue and the appropriation, 
which balance is to be raised by taxes by the town. 

The motion was seconded and then passed by voice vote. 

Article 9. Motion: That this article be accepted as read. 
Seconded and passed by voice vote. 
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Article 10. Motion: That we take up each item of equip- 
ment individually to discuss and appropriate under this article. 
Seconded and passed by voice vote. 

This motion was made by Mr. Raymond Huber who then 
tabled the motion so that the meeting could discuss the hot 
lunch program.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT 


The Nelson school district has a comfortable and attractive 
school building but much still needs to be done to realize the 
maximum benefits from the money so far invested in it. One 
of the major handicaps at this time is the inadequacy of play- 
ground space. The district now owns property on both sides 
of the school house and a realistic, long range program should 
be set up, aimed at improving the property a little each year 
until a safe, usable playground area has been developed. 

It is an educational proverb that “good teachers make a 
good school.” At this time Nelson is fortunate to have the 
services of Mrs. Hastings as principal and primary grades 
teacher. All parents may feel certain that discipline will be 
firm but fair and learning will progress on sound principles of 
education. The employment this year of Miss Grout, a teacher 
of ability and experience, to instruct the upper grades, has lead 
to better discipline and the wise use of class time toward im- 
provement in learning experiences. 

It is hoped that the Nelson district will recognize the 
extreme shortage of capable, experienced teachers and stabil- 
ize the present staff through the adoption of a modern program 
of scheduled salary increases and employment practices.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


School opened in September 1956 with thirty-five pupils 
entering our newly painted and attractive classrooms. Nine- 
teen enrolled in grades one through three under Mrs. Hastings 
and sixteen in grades four through eight under Miss Esther 
Grout. Miss Grout, a teacher with many years of experience 
in multiple grade teaching in rural schools quickly organized 
the upper grades and has them working hard at their lessons. 
There is also a distinct improvement in discipline. 


The men’s club deserves thanks for contributing a refrig- 
erator. This has made it possible to have the state special milk 
program where any child may have a half pint bottle of milk 
at recess or lunch for a small daily charge. The hot lunch pro- 
gram, started in December and operated with the help of 
parents, pupils and teachers, will continue through the winter. 
New tables and some extra steel chairs have been purchased to 
partly make up the need in this area. A trukey dinner was 
served at Christmas. 


Halloween and Christmas parties were given the children 
through the cooperation of parents and the Packersfield Club, 
which also sponsors occasional dances where the pupils have 
an opportunity to enjoy themselves while also learning how to 
dance and good manners at such affairs. 

There are many needs at the school yet to be met. Some 
of the more important of these are work counters in the lower 
grade room, storage space, playground improvement and an 
electric bell system. 

Improved school conditions have made this year an enjoy- 
able experience and the opportunity to assist the pupils toward 
improved habits and achievements in learning, has been a 
pleasure to me.

The commission 
may cause an audit to be made of the accounts of any 
city, town, school district, village district or precinct, 
as often as once in two years, or whenever conditions 
appear to it to warrant such audit.” 

This audit covered the fiscal year ended June 30, 1956 Ex- 
hibits as hereafter listed are included as part of the report. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 

Included in the examination and audit were the accounts 
and records of the School Board and the School District Treas- 
urer. 

FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 

Comparative Balance Sheets: (Exhibit A) 

Comparative Balance Sheets as of June 30, 1955 and June 
30, 1956 are presented in Exhibit A. As indicated therein the 
financial condition of the School District changed from a Sur- 
plus of $466.10 to a Net Debt of $24,715.39, during the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1956. 
Analysis of Change in Financial Condition: (Exhibit B) 

An analysis of the change in financial condition of the 
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School District during the fiscal year is made in Exhibit B, 
with the factors which caused the change indicated therein. 
Comparative Statements of Appropriations and Expenditures— 

Estimated and Actual Revenues: (Exhibits C & D) 

Comparative statements of appropriations and expendi- 
tures, estimated and actual revenues for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1956, are presented in Exhibits C and D. As indicated 
by the Budget Summary (Exhibit D), a net overdraft of appro- 
priations of $249.03, less a revenue surplus of $13.50, resulted 
in a net budget deficit of $235.53. 

Summary of Receipts and Expenditures: (Exhibit E-1) 

A summary of receipts and expenditures for the financial 
year ended June 380, 1956, made up in accordance with the uni- 
form classification of accounts, is included in Exhibit E-1. Proof 
of the Treasurer’s balance as of June 80, 1956, is indicated in 
Exhibit E-2. 

Statement of Long Term Indebtedness: (Exhibit F) 

A statement of the long term indebtedness of the School 
District as of June 30, 1956, showing annual debt service re- 
quirements, is contained in Exhibit F. 

GENERAL COMMENTS 
School Appropriation Account: 

It will be noted that the Balance Sheet of June 30, 1956, 
shows as a liability item an advance of $4,194.57 on the 1956-57 
appropriation. This amount should be deducted from the 
amount due from the Town on account of 1956-57 school tax. 
The advance included the following items:
